Havana Winter Boycott and Sec- 
ond Track Methods of Re- 
form Repudiated. 



LEXINGTON, Ky., July 16. — “It is not true that 
the Thoroughbred Horse Assoelation threatens either 
to combine with Cuban and other promoters and 
build another track near Oriental Park or to boy- 
cott Brown’s track and raise a fund to keep horses 
from Oriental Park and sustain those horses and 
horsemen which would be kept idle by its embargo 
during the winter, as was stated in an article writ- 
ten by Frank II. Brunell and printed in Daily Rac- 
ing Form this morning,” said Thomas B. Cromwell, 
secretary of the Thoroughbred Horse Association. 

“The truth of the matter is that the directors of 
the Thoroughbred Horse Association, at a meeting 
on Monday, July 7, declined to become interested 
in a proposal to build another race track at Havana. 
It was represented to the Thoroughbred Horse As- 
sociation that the City of Havana had given a con- 
cession to several Cuban gentlemen for an amuse- 
ment park, which was to include horse and auto 
racing. The directors instructed the secretary to 
return the proposal with the statement that after 
thorough discussion the directors came to the con- 
clusion that one race track at Havana is sufficient 
to the best interest ®f the sport of racing and that 
it would be unwise to encourage the building of 
another track. The directors have since had no 
meeting, and president McDowell, who went to New 
York to complete the negotiations for the transfer 
of the Havre de Grace track to the control of per- 
sons who are more interested in the salvation of 
racing for the sake of the horse and the sport he 
provides than for the money to be made out of it. 
has communicated nothing to the Lexington office 
that would indicate that the association will be 
called upon to change its attitude as regards the 
Cuban situation. 

THOROUGHBRED ASSOCIATION’S ATTITUDE. 

“The Thoroughbred Horse Association is not buy- 
ing nor building race tracks and there is no likeli- 
hood that it soon will engage in such enterprise. 
In the Havre de Grace matter the association mere- 
ly was the option holder and aid to the successful 
conclusion of the deal which means a long step for 
the advancement of racing. Acting for themselves 
a number of the members of the association have 
purchased stock in the Harford Agricultural and 
Breeders’ Association, which owns the Hnvre de 
Grace track, with the understanding that it will 
he operated on the plan which was proposed by 
Edward F. Sims to the Kentucky Jockey Club’s 
organizers, the rejection of which kept Sims out 
of the new ownership of the tracks in this state. 

“Mr. Sims, however is one of the aids in saving 
racing to Maryland, he having taken the seat va- 
cated by another who wanted stock dividends rather 
than a distribution in purses and state purposes of 
the revenues above eight per cent per annum on the 
outstanding shares. 

“Whatever the Thoroughbred Horse Association 
may do in the United States, Cuba, Canada or 
elsewhere will be with an eye singly to the improve- 
ment of the thoroughbred horse, and it may be de- 
jtended upon to take no step that is not for the 
public good. In more than three years of its exist- 
ence its progress lias been wonderfully steady and 
dean, and it has had to battle every foot of the 
way against promoters and track owners who regard 
the thoroughbred horse only as a tool for financial 
profit.” 

HOW THE NEW TORN NEWS CAME. 

The above dispatch is authentic. Cromwell wrote 
it himself. But he was three days or so behind 
actual happenings. He knows what the Thorough- 
bred Horse Association has done, but is a laggard 
as to what Major McDowell and John 0. Keene, the 
accredited representatives of the organization, have 
done or are doing in New Yorl r . It is not likely 
that these gentlemen had Cromwell’s instructions. 
The editor of Daily Racing Form was with them 
last Saturday and Sunday, and what he wrote was 
a fair statement of the happenings during those 
days, after long conversations with John O. Keene, 
Bradley Wilson, Cromwell’s representative “with- 
out pay or expenses,” as he declared, and H. D. 
Brown, owner of the Havana race track. At Sat- 
urday night’s meeting both the building of a new 
Havana racing establishment and the boycott and 
winter sustenance fund for owners and horses kept 
from Havana by a Thoroughbred Horse Association 
edict were offered as panaceas for Havana racing 
roughage. Major McDowell and John O. Keene 
declared themselves against the new track scheme, 
but favored the sustenance fund if the roughage was 
not cleared away.

FINE RACE AT EMPIRE CITY TODAY WHEN SARATOGA STAKES WILL BE RUN 

Crack Field of Star Racers Carded to Start in Mount Order of Running of Various Fixtures to Be Decided 
Vernon Handicap — Sun Briar Probable Favorite. at the Spa — Hopeful Stakes Closing Day. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., July 16.— Patrons of the 
Empire City race track see in the Mount Vernon 
Handicap, to be decided tomorrow, the prospects of 
an interesting race. Probably the best field of 
horses that ever started in a race at the Yonkers 
course is scheduled ito contest the running of that 
event. 

The Mount Vernon Handicap is a dash of one mile, 
with a guaranteed value of $3,000. In addition to 
those sterling veterans of the turf, Roamer and Old 
Rosebud, there are Sun Briar, Lucullite, Bally, Tip- 
pity Witcliet, Fairy Wand and Matinee Idol carded 
as starters tomorrow. What a field to conjure 
with! 

Sun Briar is top weight, 128 pounds, and his 
recent race, when he was beaten by Roamer, showed 
him to be fast approaching his best form and when 
he is at Ills best there are few if any better. 
Roamer is now about as good as he will ever be 
again, and the old fellow wiU be there fighting 
with the leaders, if not leading himself. The recent 
warm weather has helped Roamer considerably and j 
his admirers are counting on him to win many more 
races. 

Old Rosebud has returned to the turf this year, 
and while his racing has been principally confined 
to sprinting distances, he has displayed much of 
his old time speed and the sterling qualities that 
made him famous. Whether he can still carry his 
speed and weight with the fast ones he will meet 
tomorrow remains to be seen. His early spring 
racing has been quite satisfactory to trainer Frank 
Weir, who feels confident that his great old horse 
will make it interesting for the best of them. 

Lucullite is next to . Sun Briar in the weight 
allottment, the Hildreth crack being asked to carry 
one pound less than the Kilmer colt. Lucullite 
has this year regained the form he displayed as a 
two-year-old, when carrying the silks of Major 
August Belmont. His defeat by Bally yesterday 
was attributed to the fact that Fator was too liglit 
a boy to do the big horse justice. That he will 
be a factor in the race tomorrow no one doubts. 

Then there is little Tippity Witchet, which may 
prove troublesome with his light impost of 114 
pounds. Bally’s victory over Lucullite Tuesday 
shows that the Butler horse is in trim and a real 
one he is. 

The prospects are that the track will be in greatly 
improved condition tomorrow in the event that no 
more rain falls and a great crowd will journey to 
the Yonkers course 'to see the big race. 

AIR MAN TO BE RETIRED TO STUD 

C. P. Winfrey will retire the six-year-old brown 
horse Air Man, which he has raced with fair suc- 
cess. The horse will be sent to Winfrey Bros.' 
farm near Henderson, Texas, at the close of this 
meeting, and will be bred to a number of saddle 
mares. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., July 16. — Little change has 
been made in the order of the running of the 
stake fixtures at Saratoga during the month of 
August. For the opening day, August 1, the Sara- 
toga Handicap, Flash Stakes and Sliillelah Steeple- 
chase are provided, the same as last year. The 
United States Hotel and Kenner Stakes are the 
attractions for the first Saturday’s racing at the 
Spa, while the Hopeful Stakes and Saratoga Cup 
are reserved for the closing day of the meeting, Sat- 
urday, August 30. 

Altogether thirty-one closed events are scheduled 
for decision, a feature each day, with one or more 
on the Saturdays. In addition to these there are 
many overnight handicaps of sufficient value to 
attract large fields of good horses. With stable 
room already at a premium there will be a sur- 
plus of horses to fill the daily programs and large 
fields in nearly every race seems a certainty. 

Every promising tliree-year-old in the country has 
one or more stake engagements at the Spa, and all 
the stars of the older division are well represented 
in the many valuable events. 

All the two-year-old stake entries include the 
youngsters that have already achieved success, as 
well as many others that have shown exceptional 
promise in their trials and have for one reason or 
another been reserved for this meeting. 

Saratoga will see the best of our thoroughbred 
blood engage in contests that will in most cases de- 
termine the respective champion of the different 
ages and divisions. Great and wonderful has been 
the meetings at this popular resort in the past, but 
according to all indications the coming period of 
racing will far surpass anything that has gone 
before it. 

Those who will be fortunate to witness all or 
some of the great sport in store for them who will 
be at the Spa next month will be interested to know 
on what days the various stake features will be 
decided. The list of events and the order of their 
running are as follows: 

THREE FOR OPENING DAY. 

Friday, August 1— Sliillelah Steeplechase, for 
three-year-olds and over, two miles; Flash Stakes, 
for two-year-olds, five and a half furlongs; Sara- 
toga Handicap, for three-year-olds and over, one 
and one-quarter miles. 

Saturday, August 3— United States Hotel, for two- 
year-olds, three-quarters of a mile; Kenner, for 
three-year-olds, one mile and three -sixteenths. 

Monday, August 4 — Lake George Handicap, one 
mile. 

Tuesday, August 5 — Delaware Handicap, for three - 
year-olds and over, one mile. 

Wednesday, August 6 — Albany Handicap, for two- 
year-olds, three-quarters of a mile. 

Thursday, August 7 — Alabama, for fillies tbree- 
year-olds, one mile and one-quarter.

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 16.— Rain which fell 
during the morning made the going muddy and 
accounted for a number of scratches at Empire City 
today. A handicap, the Mahopac, for three-year- 
olds at three-quarters, and the Demoiselle Stakes 
at five and a half furlong# for two-year-old fillies, 
were greatly reduced by withdrawals, but furnished 
spirited racing. Audacious, M. L. Schwartz’ good 
looking Star Shoot colt, won the Mahopac after a 
long stretch drive with Grimalkin, the pacemaker. 
Audacious showed gameness, as the colt did. not 
appear to fancy the mud, but responded well to a 
call in the final sixteenth to finish first by a short 
margin. 

The Demoiselle Stakes fen to the Whitney stable’s 
good two-year-old filly Panoply, which was carry- 
ing top weight of 123 pounds. With Germa, the 
Loft representative, she raced up the hackstretch 
and took a short lead on the far turn, which she 
maintained nntil the finish, winning rather easily 
from Indiscretion and Luke’s Pet. The latter came 
wide when tuning for bun, w k ei e ’ b w x p peu r ctf to 
be a contender. The event was worth $2,323 to the 
winner.

Thomas 
Hitchcock comes up occasionally for a bit of hunt- 
ing. He thinks it is the greatest huuting country 
ia the luitca States.” 



Harkaway, writing in the London Sporting Life 
on the Irish Derby, says: 

"Loch Lomond won the Irish Derby in most im- 
pressive style, and so justified the high opinion 
which all connected with him had of his speed and 
stamina. There is not the slightest doubt, I 
think, that he is the best three-year-old in the 
United Kingdom, and it was an open secret that 
both of those trainers, Messrs. Dawson and Park- 
inson, who have had him in their charge, were most 
nnxious that, as well as The Panther, Grand Par- 
ade would come across to The Cnrragh, for both 
were confident that the son of Lomond would ac- 
count for whatever opposition was forthcoming. 

"About a fortnight ago Loch Lomond joined Mr. 
Parkinson’s team at Maddenstown Lodge, and that 
trainer was not long in discovering that he had in 
his charge a colt about which there were excep- 
tional possibilities. These have been realized, and 
I think that the future performances of Locli Lo- 
mond will prove that he is one of the best horses 
bred in Ireland in recent years. It is an open 
secret that in liis preparation for the Irish Derby 
he had done all that was asked of him, and in view 
of what lie accomplished in his home gallops 3 to 
1 was an extra good price about liis chance for the 
chief Irish classic. 

“Before a half mile had been covered he was ten 
lengths in front, and those who were aware of the 
measure of the colt’s staying power were not a bit 
concerned with the thought tliat was present in the 
minds of others that Quirke was ‘making too much 
use of him.’ Quirke made fnll use of the speed and 
staying power of his mount, and rode with the cool 
judgment of a man twice his years. 

THE PANTHER DISAPPOINTS. 

“Tlie Panther was a disappointment. He laid 
every chance to win had he been equal to the task, 
and the only conclusion that can be arrived at after 
his successive failures at Epsom and The Curragli 
is that he has no heart for racing. I watched him 
closely in the race, but more than a half mile from 
home he was being pressed to keep his pace and 
when the first mile had been covered he was out of 
the argument, and at the finish he was only a 
moderate fifth, a short distance in front of Rally- 
easton, which had lost anything from fifteen to 
twenty lengths at the start through whipping round 
when the tapes went up. 

"Loch Lomond is in the Irish St. Leger in Sep- 
tember, but prior to that he has other valuable 
engagements in Ireland, two of these being the 
$5,000 Drogheda Memorial and the Louglibrown 
Stakes at The Curragli. Likely enough, too, en- 
gagements will be found for him in England, at 
Goodwood and Doncaster meetings. I expect that 
those who see him at either or both of these meet- 
ings will agree with the opinion here expressed that 
he is an enormously powerful thoroughbred witli 
extraordinary size and depth, carrying a plain and 
heavy head and somewhat heavy in front even for 
so immense a colt. 

SIMILARITY IN BREEDING. 

“There is a similarity between the breeding of 
Grand Parade, winner of the Derby, and Loch Lo- 
mond. winner of the Irish Derby, for each of them 
has in his pedigree three crosses of Gnlopin. 
Grand Parade receives one cross of the sire of St. 
Simon through Orby and two crosses through his 
dam Grand Geraldine, which Loch Lomond has 
these influences the other way round — two influ- 
ences of Galopin coming to him through his sire 
Lomond and one through his dam Mary Melton. 
That mare was bred by Mr. J. Musker at the 
Westerham Hill Stud in Kent, and the late Mr. J. 
Cowhy purchased her in her yearling days for 50 
sovereigns. She did little racing, and did not run 
until she was a five-year-old, when she won a 
couple of minor races — one at Fermoy and the other 
at Charleville. Loch Lomond is her second living 
foal and her first winner. 

"Mr. Cowhy, who bred Loch Lomond and nomi- 
nated him for all his ‘book’ engagements, died last 
year, and liis sister inherited his racing and breed- 
ing stock. Lucky it was for her that the Irish Turf 
Club introduced some years ago the rule preserv- 
ing engagements made by a deceased nominator.” 



BLOOD STOCK HIGH PRICED IN ENGLAND 

In a general way ready cash is none too plentiful 
in these distressful days in England, but on the 
turf there still seems to be many with well filled 
purses. Good prices for horses were forthcoming 
at the sales customary during the progress of the 
Newmarket First July meeting. This was well 
illustrated on the first day, which was devoted 
to the sale of horses in training. Tom Pepper, 
winner of the Chester Cup, brought the top price 
of $18,200, but a number of others were sold for 
astonishing sums, their racing records considered.

who is an extreme extremist, rather favored the new 
track idea. The editor of Daily Racing Form was 
offered the news in and about the meeting and sent 
that news in liis report of an ugly situation. Had 
Cromwell not been behind the news and if he did 
not assume too managerial an attitude for tin: organ- 
ization of which he is an official, he would not have 
"half cocked” over the report or written the above 
“is not true” matter. He may have safely thought 
the report was “not true,” but it would have been 
well for him to have known that the matter was 
“not true” before he sent it. 

All the other words in Cromwell’s dispatch above, 
referring to Major McDowell’s mission and the 
purpose of the Thoroughbred Horse Association is 
merely obvious statement. 

If Major McDowell is not capable of representing 
the association, Cromwell is hardly his censor. It 
is our idea that Major McDowell represents the 
organization safely and sanely and that bis attitude 
in New York was extremely well balanced and 
sensible. So was that of Mr. Keene. The news 
was reported from New York as the news came up. 
and there is not one word in the dispatch by the 
editor of Daily Racing Form that needs shade or 
change. It was written after some thought and for 
the purposes of fair statement of the attitudes of 
both sides and after the new Havana course nego- 
tiations had lieen opened because of the many com- 
plaints by members of the Thoroughbred Horse 
Association over past Havana conditions. 

Daily Racing Form and its editor — one of the 
early and continuous members of the Thoroughbred 
Horse Association — believes that the organization 
can do more than it has done — which is much — 
for racing. It may be a little too insular; may 
seek more for owners and breeders than for racing 
in general, and may be unbalancing present racing 
because of local eves and too much attention to some 
sides of thoroughbred racing than others. Hilt the*** 
are faults which lime and the hreadtlrof considera- 
tion coming out of broadened vision and knowledge 
will correct. It is a good organization and will 
change many ohl-thje practices and values that 
u-- at prescut - so to write— fashionable.

S. Polk Says If He Had Hildreth’s Horses $25,000 
Would Not Buy Pator. 



NEW YORK, N. Y„ July 16.— After S. Polk had 
sold the contract on the services of Jockey L. 
Fa tor to S. C. Hildfreth, he said: 

"If I had a string of horses like Mr. Hildreth’s 
I wouldn’t have sold my contract with the boy for 
$25,000. He is going to be tlie greatest jockey in 
the country, and he won’t have long to wait, for 
he is improving every day and is pretty near a 
match for any of them now. He was raised on a 
cattle ranch near Twin Falls, Idaho, and will not 
lie eighteen years old until August 21. He has been 
around horses all liis life, is afraid of nothing, has a 
cool, quick brain and liest of all his habits are 
correct. Bad habit* have ruined more promising 
yonng jockeys than you can shake a stick at, 
but they won’t ruin this one. 

"Laverne can ride at ninety-eight pounds, and 
he can make a hundred pounds and eat three meals 
a day,” continued the Montana horseman. “A 
lightweight of his ability and weight is worth a 
lot of money in these days on New York tracks, 
because owners are putting $5,000 horses in claiming 
races or selling races at a valuation of $1,000 to 
get the weight off, then betting enough to win 
$20,000 or $30,000 and claiming their own horses 
after the raee on a bid enough to protect themselves. 
Its another way of paying a stiff .price for the 
privilege of running a high-class horse in a race 
supposed to be for cheap ones. And mark my 
word, you arc going to see the western crowd play 
the game until the Jockey Club and the New 
Y’ork tracks are forced to change the rules to some- 
thing like they have in Kentncky. There an owner 
cannot claim his own horse, and if he fries to beat 
the rule by having a friend claim him, he will find 
himself tripped up when he tries to start him. 
I have six horses here ready to start, but they are 
not good enough to beat the kind you see in selling 
races on eastern tracks, and so they are idle. And 
because I can’t race them I have sold my contract 
with my jockey.” 

Fator is the second eraek jockey Mr. Polk lias 
brought out and sold for a long price. Albert 
Johnson was the other. The contract with him was 
sold to J. H. Rosseter, a prominent California turf- 
man. for $15,000. The contract with Fator, for 
which Mr. Hildreth paid a like sum, has a little 
more than three years to run. 



There will be running as well as harness races 
at the Illinois State Fair, to be held at Springfield, 
beginning August 18. 

Lord Dunraven in England recently paid Lord 
Derby $51,200 for the five-year-old Hainault, by 
Swynford — Bromua. Hainault’s retirement came 

after leg trouble, and he goes to the stud as a sire. 

Quite a few Kentucky horsemen are keeping their 
horses busy during the interval between the close 
of racing at Latonia and the opening of the fall 
season by racing them at the various fairs being 
held in the blue grass and nearby states. 

8. Polk, the developer of Fator, Johnson and 
otlier good jockeys, will soon introduce a newcomer 
to the saddle in the son of the old jockey, Bur- 
lingame, who rode with success in the west a few 
years back. 

At Pimlico an additional seventy-five feet 
in length is being added to the betting enclosure, 
and tlie concrete bleachers is beings extended about 
200 feet. Several new stables and kitchens are 
also being erected. 

Poacher is establishing something of a record in 
the matter of being entered in races and fulling to 
start; Including today lie lias been entered in 
twenty-four races and lias been scratched twenty 
tiroes, winning two and being unplaced twice in the 
four that lie started in. 

Nat L. Byer and his brother Frank will send their 
respective strings to the Jamaica, Lung Island, 
track, there to he rested lip until the opening of 
fall racing on the metropolitan tracks.

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FISHING IN MAY MORNINGS 

The Sporting Farmer Stumbles on the 
Giant of the Fool. 

How the Fisherman Lost Him and 
How the Fish Shed the 
Hook. 



The big pool lay hlnek and mysterious in the gray 
of the morning. Away at the far end, the up 
stream end, two noisy streams splashed and gurgled 
their way into the quiet black depths, bringing 
sundry bits of food to a large school of minnows 
which darted back and forth, always on the look- 
out for anything edible that might come their 
way, writes F, V. Williams in Rod and Gun in 
Canada. 

A white-throated sparrow twittered his greeting 
to the coming day, while away in the distance a 
black pirate crow called loudly to his mates, and 
a red squirrel, started at the sudden arrival of 
a kingfisher, which alighted on a branch adjacent 
to the one whereon he sat making his toilet, swore 
and scolded at such a rate that the long billed 
fisherman shifted his position to a quieter location 
directly above the falls. 

A wood sparrow with two fat white grubs in her 
beak flew across the larger of the two streams some 
few yards above the falls. One of the grubs, 
and a big juicy fellow he was, fell into the stream. 
Tills bit of manna from the skies rolled and tumbled 
and tossed about in the miniature falls until he 
arrived at the big pool, and had scarcely begun 
to recover from the rough journey when he was 
seised by a couple of the larger minnows. From 
nowhere, apparently, there appeared a couple of 
dozen of their kind, and for a few seconds there 
was a darting, twisting mass of silvery sided bodies 
as the little fellows dissected the big grub. Plunk! 
A blue, black and white feathered body with a 
spike -like beak drove straight into the mass of 
struggling fish, and almost at the same instant 
from the depths of the pool came a savage-jawed, 
mottled -backed, speckled -sided trout. Eighteen 
inches in length he was, his bright red, yellow 
and blue-spotted sides giving him a beauty that 
was hard to beat. One minnow disappeared between 
his heavy jaws, and was gone at a gulp. Then the 
kingfisher, still grasping his prize, started upward; 
the big trout struck savagely at his rival, carry- 
ing away as a memento a blue, black and white 
feather from the bird’s tail. 

DEFENSIVE HAUNT OF BIG TROUT. 

Sullenly the big trout dropped back into the 
depths of the pool and over under bowlder, the 
top of which was but a foot under water. He came 
to rest just above a bit of fine gravelly bottom. 
From here he had a point of vantage that was 
hard to beat, for any living thing of his own kind 
must needs pass before his door before going down 
stream, and any floating food that came from 
either stream must pass his inspection, as the cur- 
rent drew in toward this side. Last but not least, 
prowling mink, and once an otter, had been foiled 
by the labyrinth of heavy roots that came down 
behind this same large bowlder. At the first sign 
of danger he would slip back into their friendly 
shelter, and clever indeed would be the four-footed 
hunter which could dislodge him from his refuge. 

Six o’clock of a May morning a light buggy 
drawn by farmer Young’s little brown mare came 
rolling along the quntry road. Farmer Young 
and the fellow from the city were up here after 
trout. Well, it sure was a beautiful morning, both 
from the city man’s point of view and from 
Young’s. The one was thinking of his crops, the 
other of the beauty of hill and valley in the spring 
sunshine; but who shall say that farmer Young 
was not the most appreciative? He at least could 
not be satisfied in the city. He had to have room 
to think, to breathe, to live. The other, though 
he talked much more about the beauty of every- 
thing, could and did live without it, sometimes 
twelve months of the year, and only on rare occa- 
sions like this was it that he got away to visit 
the country, and this time it was not so much the 
country as it was the trout that he came to pay 
his resjiects to. 

They had arrived at a small wooden bridge, at 
the sight of which the driver slowed his horse down 
to a walk, and observed: 

"This is about as good a place I know of to 
start from. Five miles of stream here down to the 
pool, and from the pool you’ll find a bit of a 
trail leading up to the road. I’ll be there ’long 
about five or six this afternoon.” 

PREPARATION FOR SPORT TO COME. 

The fisherman alighted from the rig, removed 
his waders, fish basket and rod from the back of 
the buggy, and proceeded to get into "his outfit” 
as the farmer good-naturedly joked him. “Why, 
say.” he remarked, “we!ve been over that same 
route you're taking today with nothin’ but a alder 
pole and a linen line, with worms for bait, and 
brought home as high as twenty-eight trout, and 
I didn’t get them all either. Seems to me with the 
outfit you’ve got there you ought to get a back- 
load.” 

The fisherman laughed as he jointed the new Bris- 
tol rod and replied that the rod in his outfit was 
the most valuable part of the whole, for one be- 
••omes attached to a rod much the same as to a 
gnu, aud this ope, though it looked new, had seen 
eight years of service whenever there was an oppor- 
tunity to use it. 

Farmer Young turned his team about, and with 
a last “Good luck, see you this afternoon,” was 
gone. 

The fisherman started away down the stream. 
When the sun stood at its height overhead he sat 
down on a log and finished a generous lunch that 
had been put up by Mrs. Young the night before. 
Then followed a drink from the quiet stream, and 
u long smoke. There was not a sound to disturb 
the quiet of the place, and it was hard to remem- 
ber the din and racket of the crowded city here 
with these surroundings. For the present, at least, 
the hustle and roar were a dream, and he almost 
fell asleep, so comfortable was he in that sunny 
nook.

anything under eight inches, for the stream seemed 
alive with trout.

The man 
took off his boots, turned the water out of them, 
took off his clothes, wrung them out as best he 
could, and was at the country road shortly after 
his host arrived. The farmer laughed at his be- 
draggled appearance, but congratulated him on the 
fine catch he had made — twenty -three fine trout. 
“Do you know,” he said, “you’ve got more meat in 
your twenty-three fish than I had in my twenty- 
eight, as a third of mine were only about six inches 
in length.” 

At farmer Young’s table that evening the fisher- 
man had to relate his experience all over again, 
and when he had finished the fanner remarked that 
lie had never seen a trout in that pool nor heard 
of one being taken from it, and added: "I s’pose 

that was the reason; that there ol’ whopper kept 
all the others out of there, or gobbled them up.” 

’Way back in the depths of the black pool the 
“01’ Whopper” worked and worked on a troublesome 
barb with a two-foot piece of leader attached. On 
the evening of the second day the barb was finally 
removed by rubbing against a bit of rock, leaving 
an almost dead trout to recover his strength as 
best he might.

CHICAGO, 111., July 16.— Weather forecast: Illi-

The house 
agriculture committee was to be asked today by 
chairman Haugen to report out the agricultural ap- 
propriation bill with the rider repealing the day- 
light saving law, despite the fact the house ordered 
the rider stricken out when it sustained the Presi- 
dent’s veto of the bill because of the daylight saving 
repeal. 

PARIS, France, July 16. — The entente’s note to 
Bela Kiln, red director of Hungary, warning him 
that the confiscation of foreign securities will be 
considered acts of robbery and that the allies will 
not recognise the sale of Hungarian securities in 
neutral countries, was understood today to be merely 
the forerunner of more drastic action unless the 
situation in Hungary changes for the better within 
the next few days. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 16.— President Wilson 
has decided to invite Republican senators to call at 
the White House to discuss the peace treaty and 
the league of nations, secretary Tumulty announced 
today. Senator Lodge, chairman of the foreign re- 
lations committee, was understood to be one of fif- 
teen Republican senators with whom the President 
desired especially to confer. 

BERLIN, Germany, July 16. — The former king of 
Saxony, it was learned today, has telegraphed King 
George urging him to prevent extradition of the ex- 
kaiser. “Faithful to the kaiser in times of good 
fortune,” the message read, "I and the princes of 
my house, as German princes and officers, desire 
to take our stand on the side of the kaiser in 
times of hard trials.” 

READING. Pa., July 16. — A federal mail air- 
plane, carrying 500 pounds of letters from New York 
to Cleveland, was forced down by a terrific wind- 
storm last night at Albany, this county, and 
wrecked. It landed on the farm of Allen Bailey, 
but the aviator, Lieut. J. D. McAlden, was un- 
injured. His mail was sent to Kempton station 
and placed on a train. 

PARIS, France. July 15 (Delayed). — Paris news- 
papers are virtually unanimous in declaring that 
apology of the German government will not suffice 
for the murder of the sergeant-major in Berlin aud 
declare that Germany must act firmly to prevent 
a recurrence of such attacks. A full report of the 
incident has been received from General Dupont by 
the government. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 16. — Private stocks 
of liquors stored before war-time prohibition went 
into effect should be confiscated, ultra prohibition- 
ists in congress today decided. They planned to 
amend the enforcement bill so that possession or use 
of liquor, even though it be m one’s residence for 
personal use, shall be a crime.
